GOD'S FAITHFULNESS AND OURS 
by Pastor Cornelius R. Stam 

Many people suppose that salvation is God’s reward to 
those who do their best to live good lives. This is not so, for 
God’s Word says of those who are saved: 

“Who hath saved us, and called us with an holy calling, 
not according to our works, but according to His own 
purpose and grace, which was given us in Christ Jesus 
before the world began” (II Tim. 1:9). 

Referring to this “salvation which is in Christ Jesus,” 
St. Paul says: 

“It is a faithful saying, for if we died with Him, we 
shall also live with Him” (II Tim. 2:10,11). 

In other words: The believer, viewing Calvary aright, 
has “died with Christ.” Viewing the Cross, he has said: 
“This is not Christ’s death. He was no sinner. He had no 
death to die. He is dying my death!” And so by faith he 
is “crucified with Christ” (Gal. 2:20). The penalty for all 
his sins has been fully paid, for he died — in Christ, and 
thus has also risen with Christ “to walk in newness of life” 
(Rom 6:3,4). 

This is all God’s doing, and only now is the believer 
in a position to do good works that will please God. Thus 
the Apostle writes of believers, in II Tim. 2: “If we suffer, 
we shall also reign with Him: if we deny Him, He also 
will deny us” (Ver. 12). When the believer’s service for 
Christ is reviewed some, indeed, will “receive a reward,” 
but others will “suffer loss,” though they themselves will 
“be saved, yet so as by fire” (I Cor. 3:14,15). 

It will be deeply embarrassing, in that day, for unfaithful 
Christians to face empty-handed the One who gave His all, 
Himself, to save them. Yet salvation is by grace, thus the 
Apostle hastens to conclude his statement in II Timothy 2, 
with the words: 

“If we are unfaithful, yet He abideth faithful: He cannot 
deny Himself’ (Ver. 13) 

Thus our rewards as believers depend upon our 
faithfulness, but our salvation, thank God, on His!

ACNE TREATMENT MAY 
LEAD TO EYE PROBLEMS 


As effective as the acne 
treatment isotretinoin may be 
at clearing teenage skin, it has 
also been linked to potential 
health problems. The most 
recent of these to gain the 
attention of ophthalmologists 
is the pills’ link to a two-fold 
increased risk of developing 
eye problems such as “pink 
eye” (conjunctivitis), styes, 
and dry eyes. The explanation 
behind the drug’s increased risk 
of conjunctivitis (inflammation 
of the membrane lining the 
eyelids) has to do with the fact 
that isotretinoin can disrupt 
the function of the meibomian 
glands, which produce an oily 
substance that prevents the 
eyes from drying. Users of 
isotretinoin are urged to see the 
ophthalmologist before they 
take it and every three months 
while taking the drug.

Shigella cases on the increase 
in Bracken County 


The Bracken County 
Health Department has re¬ 
ceived an increase in the 
number of Shigella cases 
being reported. Shigella is a 
reportable disease in the state 
of Kentucky. Below you will 
find information about Shi¬ 
gella and ways to prevent it. 

What is Shigella? Shi¬ 
gella is a bacteria that infects 
the bowels. The Shigella bac¬ 
teria causes an illness called 
Shigellosis, which most often 
occurs in young children. 

What are the symptoms 
of Shigellosis? The symp¬ 
toms of Shigellosis include: 
diarrhea (may be watery), fe¬ 
ver, stomach cramps, nausea 
or vomiting. The stools of a 
person with Shigellosis may 
contain blood or mucus. 

Symptoms of Shigellosis 
typically last between four 
and seven days. Persons with 
Shigellosis, however, can 
show mild or no symptoms 
when infected. 

How is Shigellosis 
spread? Shigellosis is spread 
through contact with the 
stool of an infected person, 
and then placing your hands, 
food or another object con¬ 
taminated with the bacteria 
in your mouth. 

A person with Shigel¬ 
losis can spread the bacteria 
even if he/she does not have 
symptoms, and is contagious 
as long as the Shigella bac¬ 
teria is present in the stool, 
which can be up to four 
weeks after the onset of the 
illness. 

A person with Shigello¬ 
sis is considered contagious 
until two negative stool cul¬ 
tures have been obtained 
24 hours apart and 48 hours 
after the person has finished 
taking a round of antibiotics. 

How can I keep from 
getting Shigellosis? To keep 
from getting Shigellosis, you 
should: 

• Wash your hands thor¬ 
oughly with soap and run¬ 
ning water after using the 
restroom, after changing dia¬ 
pers, and before preparing or 
eating food. This is the best 
way to prevent the spread of 
infectious diseases found in 
the intestinal tract, such as 
Shigellosis. 

• Do not use wading 
pools for groups of children, 
because Shigellosis is trans¬ 
ferred easily in standing wa¬ 
ter. 

• Dispose of soiled dia¬ 


pers properly. 

If you have diarrhea, stay 
home from work, school or 
day care until you are better. 
Also, do not prepare food for 
others while you have diar¬ 
rhea. You may also want to 
contact your doctor for test¬ 
ing. 

If I’ve been exposed to 
Shigella, how long will it 
take for symptoms to de¬ 
velop? The initial symptoms 
of Shigellosis can occur be¬ 
tween one and seven days 
(usually one to three) after 
exposure. 

What treatments are 
available for Shigellosis? 

How serious is the disease? 
Your doctor may also pre¬ 
scribe an antibiotic. Medi¬ 
cines that reduce diarrhea by 
slowing down bowel activ¬ 
ity, such as Imodium AD or 
Lomotil, may make matters 
worse. 

In some cases, severe di¬ 
arrhea may require hospital¬ 
ization to avoid dehydration. 
In children less than 2 years 
old, Shigellosis has been 
found to cause a high fever 
and seizures.

Current recommenda¬ 
tions are: Children in first 
grade or higher grades whom 
have resolved their diarrhea 
(SHOWING NO SYMP¬ 
TOMS) and are well enough 
to return to school, can do so 
without a negative stool test. 

Daycare, Preschool, 
Head Start, and Kindergar¬ 
ten grade children are differ¬ 
ent in that culture conversion 
has been recommended be¬ 
fore they return to daycare, 
head start, or school. Tra¬ 
ditionally, two consecutive 
negative stool cultures have 
been required before a return 
to daycare, head start, or kin¬ 
dergarten. 

Pre-K (Preschool), 
Head Start, and Kindergar¬ 
ten students can now return 
to school after one negative 
stool culture has been con¬ 
firmed.

If fall cleaning is part 
of this week’s plans, roll¬ 
off dumpsters are still in the 
county located at Berlin, 
Augusta, Brooksville and 
Germantown. Working with 
the County Road Department 
and the Mason County 
Landfill, our plans are to have 
the dumpsters removed from 
the county by December 
19 and tentatively returned 
in early March. While it is 
hard to gauge the usage of 
the dumpsters, we feel that 
once the dumpsters currently 
in the county are filled, they 
will not be replaced until 
early spring. Again, this 
is a tentative decision, but 
there are many factors which 
are out of our control that 
determine the placement, 
availability and duration of 
the roll-offs. Please call us 
with any questions. 

Recently we had a 
question regarding non- 
fimctioning strings of 
Christmas lights. It never 
seems to fail that lights which 
worked perfectly when stored 
away, will not light up when 
you get them out to use! 
Lowe’s in Maysville and 
nationwide has just the place 


for these unwanted strings! 
Bag them up and take them 
to the Lowe’s Returns 
Department where you will 
find a trash can marked for 
Christmas lights. Don’t let 
the trash can fool you - these 
lights do get recycled, not 
land filled. If you have any 
clean and dry plastic bags, 
you can drop these off in the 
same department, just in a 
different bin. 

We continue to be amazed 
at the contents of the nine 
recycling bins in the county! 
Last week, the trailer at the 
Augusta ball park had to be 
cleaned twice in one day 
of non-recyclable material. 
Shoes, floor sweepings, 
bathroom trash, food, old 
Christmas decorations and 
a variety of other items, 


including the infamous 
Styrofoam in all shapes and 
sizes! We understand why 
some items are mistaken as 
‘recyclable’, but we question 
those who tear the address 
label off, close up the box 
and leave the Styrofoam 
inside the box! 

With the holidays 
around the corner, the 
Recycling Center will be 
closed for several days and 
it is really important that 
boxes be flattened and the 
packing material removed. 
This allows for so much 
more recycling material to 
be put into the trailers and 
prevents major overfills. 
Christmas wrapping paper 
is not recyclable, and we 
encourage you to find a re¬ 
use for it, such as packing 
material when putting away 
your Christmas collectables. 
Wrapping paper can also 
be burned in the stove or 
fireplace, but if no use can be 
found, it needs to be trashed. 
Instead of spending money 
on wrapping paper, consider 
buying re-usable shopping 
bags for gifting purposes. 
We challenge you to make 
this Christmas a little greener 
by choosing unique methods 
of RECYCLING, REUSING 
and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful!

Motorists are encouraged 
to prepare vehicles 
for winter travel 

The Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet (KYTC) 
encourages motorists across 
the state to prepare their ve¬ 
hicles for holiday travel and 
winter weather. 

“Motorist safety is our 
foremost concern,” said 
Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock. “Taking a 
few precautions now will 
help make holiday trips safer, 
and drivers will be better pre¬ 
pared should a cold weather 
emergency occur.” 

According to the Nation¬ 
al Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), 
vehicle owners should check 
the condition of the vehicle’s 
battery, tires and windshield 
wipers - and replace them if 
necessary. 

NHTSA also suggests 
adding no-freeze fluid in the 
washer reservoir and check¬ 
ing the vehicle’s antifreeze. 

“Basic vehicle main¬ 
tenance is the first step in 
making holiday travel safer,” 
Hancock said. “It’s a rela¬ 
tively quick process that may 
help prevent an unfortunate 
situation later.” 

In addition, the Ameri¬ 
can Automobile Association 
(AAA) recommends carry¬ 
ing the following items dur¬ 
ing colder weather: 

• Ice scraper and brush 

• Jumper cables 

• Flashlight 

• Small shovel 

• Sand or cat litter - for 
added traction

some additional items: 

• Extra winter clothing 

• Blanket or sleeping 

bag 

• First aid kit 

• Food and water

Bracken awarded 
federal funds 

Bracken County has 
been awarded Federal Funds 
made available through the 
Department of Homeland 
Security (DHS/Federal 

Emergency Management 
Agency under the Emergency 
Food and Shelter National 
Board Program). 

Bracken County has been 
chosen to receive $4,375 to 
supplement emergency food 
and shelter programs in the 
county. 

The selection was 
made by a National Board 
that is chaired by the U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security's Federal 

Emergency Management 
Agency and consists 
of representatives from 
American Red Cross; 
Catholic Charities, USA; 
NationalCouncilofChurches 
of Christ in the USA; The 
Jewish Federations of North 
America; The Salvation 
Army; and United Way 
Worldwide. The Local Board 
was charged to distribute 
funds appropriated by 
Congress to help expand the 
capacity of food and shelter 
programs in high-need areas 
around the country. 

A Local Board will 
determine how the funds 
awarded to Bracken County 
are to be distributed among 
the emergency food and 
shelter programs run by 
local service agencies 
in the area. The Local 
Board is responsible for 
recommending agencies 
to receive these funds and 
any additional funds made 
available under this phase of 
the program. 

Under the terms of the 
grant from the National 
Board, local agencies chosen 
to receive funds must: 1) be 
private voluntary non-profits 
or units of government, 2) 
be eligible to receive federal 
funds, 3) have an accounting 
system, 4) practice 
nondiscrimination, 5) have 
demonstrated the capability 
to deliver emergency food 
and/or shelter programs, 
and 6) if they are a private 
voluntary organization, 
have a voluntary board. 
Qualifying agencies are 
urged to apply. 

Fleming County has 
distributed Emergency Food 
and Shelter funds previously 
with Licking Valley 
Community Action Program 
participating. 

Public or private 
voluntary agencies interested 
in applying for Emergency 
Food and Shelter Program 
funds must contact Sandy 
Hunley, 110 Grandview 
Drive, Brooksville or 
call 606-735-2948 for an 
application. The deadline for 
applications to be received is 
December 13.

Lady Bears take two 
in Tip-off Classic 

The Bracken County 
Lady Bears began the 2012- 
13 season by posting a pair 
of victories in the annual 
Bracken County Tip-Off 
Classic. On Thursday night 
the Lady Bears jumped out to 
a sizeable first half lead be¬ 
fore holding on for a narrow 
55-52 victory over Pendleton 
County. 

Trailing 13-10, Bracken 
rattled off 19 consecutive 
second quarter points and 
ended up taking a 30-19 lead 
at the half. When Bracken 
scored the first four points 
of the third quarter, Patrick 
Kelsch’s squad seemed cer¬ 
tain to coast to victory. But 
a combination of foul trouble 
and sloppy play, as well as 
the performance of Pendle¬ 
ton County (0-1) standout 
center Heather Jolley, en¬ 
abled the Lady Cats to keep 
trimming away at the lead. 
A 16-2 Pendleton run had all 
but erased the Lady Bears’ 
lead. 

“They got into some foul 
trouble and we capitalized in 
the first half,” Kelsch said. 
“In the second half, the shoe 
was on the other foot.” 

Still, the Lady Bears (1- 
0) never surrendered their 
lead, hitting key free throws 
down the stretch and coming 
away with the victory. “Not 
a pretty win, but a win,” Kel¬ 
sch said. “It’s the first game 
of the year, plus we were 
playing a team that I believe 
possesses top five talent 
within our region.” 

Junior forward Cassidy 
Jefferson turned in an im¬ 
pressive performance for 
Bracken, earning 13 points, 
10 rebounds & 5 blocked 
shots. Freshman guard Bai¬ 
ley Cummins led the Lady 
Bears with 16 points. Jolley 
led all scorers with 21. 

Twenty-four hours later, 
the Lady Bears overcame 
an icy cold shooting perfor¬ 
mance to upend Villa Ma¬ 
donna by a score of 31-16. 
The visiting Blue Lightning 
(1-2) imposed a 2-3 zone that 
Kelsch’s squad found diffi¬ 
cult to overcome. “Villa has 
a combination of length and 
quickness that makes them a 
very effective zone defense 
team,” Kelsch observed. 

For the game, Bracken

Defense, Depth To Be Keys For Polar Bears

The 2012-13 edition of Bracken County Polar Bears basketball will be fueled by a combination of depth and de¬ 
fense. Fourth year coach Chad Persinger is looking to utilize a roster laden with juniors and seniors to help employ an 
up-tempo style of play—an approach that appeals to players and fans alike. “Our plan is to out-tough and out-hustle 
every opponent we play,” Persinger stated. “We want to apply pressure defense, and then get the ball up and down the 
floor on the offensive side.” 

Leading the charge for the Polar Bears will be a senior trio who will be counted upon early and often. Athletic point 
guard Grant Crawford will not only be the team’s primary ball-handler, but will also serve as Bracken County’s lock- 
down defender. “Grant is our defensive leader and sets the tone for us on that side of the ball,” Persinger said. “Often 
Coach Persinger times, we’ll have him defending the opposition’s top player.” Joining Crawford in the back court will be Austin Ray, a 
5’ 10” off-guard known for his perimeter shooting. But Persinger says Ray is diligently working to expand his game. “We want Austin to 
drive to the basket more so that he can get to the free throw line more often.” The third prong of the threesome is Eli Florer. A 6’ 1” wide 
body, Florer casts a physical, bruising presence in the paint, and Persinger has some lofty goals for his big man. “We want him to average 
a double-double, and he certainly has the ability to do just that,” Persinger said. Three additional seniors should see playing time this sea¬ 
son—guard Phillip Jefferson, along with forwards Chad Stephenson and Conner Holleran. 

A strong junior class will add to the depth. Bouncy forward Scott Fite will provide Florer with some assistance on the blocks. Guard 
Nate Haight saw quality minutes last season, and that time will increase this year. Forwards Ryan May and Steven Cummins round out the 
junior class. Add into the mix Austin Crawford, an 8th grader whom Persinger expects will supply additional needs in the back court. 

“This is probably the deepest we have been in a while,” Persinger stated, “and that is exactly what it takes to play the way we plan on 
playing.” 

Persinger likes what he has seen thus far in practice sessions, noting that many of the players are taking advantage of the opportunities 
that have been put before them. While he anticipates the start of the season and the exciting style of play, Bracken’s head man says the team’s 
main weakness is scoring. “It’s a concern that we are aware of and addressing in practice. I feel like we have a lot of guys who are ready to 
hit big shots and finish around the rim.” 

If the Polar Bears can find the necessary offensive production, they could be a pleasant surprise in the 39th District and across the region. 
Bracken County opens its season on the road, as they travel to 16th Region foe Bath County on November 27th.

Lady Pears Look To Continue String of Success

The last three seasons of Bracken County Lady Bears basketball have been quite a ride for everyone involved with 
the program. During that time, Patrick Kelsch’s squads have accumulated a record of 54-31 (63.5%), while winning a 
10th Region Class “A” championship, two 39th District championships, and twice advancing to the semi-final round of 
the 10th Region postseason tournament. 

“I’ve been fortunate to have a combination of talent, level-headedness, & poise,” Kelsch stated. “We’ve had some 
outstanding young ladies in our program recently and we will continue to have them this year.” 

Indeed, there is no reason to think the winning trend will fail to continue as Bracken County embarks on a new 
season with some familiar and gifted faces. Freshman guard Bailey Cummins will likely be the focal point in Kelsch’s 
fifth year as the Lady Bears head coach. After losing 10th Region player of the year Sara Sticklen to an ACL injury in 
January, Cummins took a more assertive role in the Bracken County offense, leading to some very impressive numbers to 
end the year. As an 8th grader, Cummins dropped 21 points on Mason County in a thrilling 58-55 District championship 
victory. She then proceeded to score 18 points in a 53-48 first round regional tournament triumph over Harrison County. For the season 
Cummins averaged 9.5 ppg, but you can be certain those numbers will increase in 2012-13. 

“She’s just a very talented player,” Kelsch said of Cummins. “She handles the ball well enough to play some point, but her shooting and 
driving ability make her an outstanding off-guard as well.” 

Surrounding Cummins will be a talented crop of juniors who have been starting or playing significant minutes since they were freshmen. 
Wing player Jordan Wills doesn’t always post flashy scoring numbers, but her presence is more than felt on the defensive side of the ball. 
“She impacts the game defensively, in rebounding, & by giving 110% on every possession,” Kelsch said. 

Emma Conley returns at the point guard spot, after averaging 8.1 ppg last season. Couple Conley with Cummins and the Lady Bears 
will have an outstanding backcourt tandem. The frontcourt won’t be too shabby either, led by forward Cassidy Jefferson, who averaged just 
under 7 ppg last year. Jefferson has improved her game down low, on both sides of the ball, but it is her outside shooting that makes her a 
versatile threat. Forward Mallory Bell averaged 6 ppg a season ago and, like Wills, brings some of the defensive and rebounding intangibles 
to the roster. 

Another junior, guard Brooke Woods, netted just over 4 ppg last year and provides depth to an already solid backcourt. Swing player 
Madison Ishmael played in nearly three-fourths of last year’s games and should see that increase. Center Cindy Berry and wing Kayla Hicks 
are the team’s only seniors, but will certainly see ample playing time. 

Kelsch believes the talent and experience he possesses will be the key ingredients, as his team looks to win its third consecutive District 
championship. When asked about his squad’s weaknesses Kelsch answered, “Rebounding and defense down low. We took a big hit when 
Allison Tarvin (who would have been a senior) was forced to miss this year for medical reasons. We’re going to have a hard time replacing 
her strength and work on the glass.”

Stoops The Younger (of four 
brother college coaches) defines 
himself. 

“I’m a meat and potatoes kind 
of guy.”

Hunters bagged a record 
number of deer during 
modern gun season 

Hunters bagged a record 
number of deer during Ken¬ 
tucky’s modem gun season, 
which ended Monday. 

“The 92,737 deer re¬ 
ported taken is a new record, 
surpassing the previous re¬ 
cord of 87,205 set in 2004,” 
said Tina Brunjes, deer and 
elk program coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“That’s what happens when 
you get good hunting weath¬ 
er all three weekends of the 
season. No rain, no snow. It’s 
the first time that’s happened 
since I came here in 2005.” 

Kentucky’s deer herd is 
estimated to be more than 
900,000. “In some areas, 
our deer herd could sustain a 
larger doe harvest than what 
our hunters take each year,” 
said Brunjes. “For example, 
in Zone 1 counties, we en¬ 
courage hunters to continue 
to take antlerless deer during 
the rest of bow season, the 
late muzzleloader season and 
the free youth weekend.” 

Monthly harvest totals 
have set records in two of the 
three months since deer sea¬ 
son opened Sept. 1, with the 
beginning of archery hunt¬ 
ing. 

Hunters telechecked 
5,577 deer in September. For 
the first time, the September 
deer harvest exceeded 5,000 
and set a harvest record for 
the third consecutive year. 


In October, the deer har¬ 
vest was the highest total 
since the 2009-10 season, 
but 4,435 deer short of the 
record harvest of 19,900 for 
the month, set during the 
2001-02 season. 

The total harvest for the 
month of November won’t 
be known until the end of the 
month on Friday, Nov. 30. 
However, as of Wednesday, 
Nov. 28, a new record has 
already been reached. The 
96,986 deer reported taken 
tops the previous record 
(89,498 deer taken in 2004) 
by 8.3 percent. 

At this point in the season 
the top 10 Kentucky counties 
in deer harvest are: Owen, 
3,444; Pendleton, 2,764; 
Crittenden, 2,750; Graves, 
2,674; Christian, 2,450; 
Shelby, 2,252; Grant, 2,075; 
Hardin, 1,946; Boone, 1,915, 
and Breckinridge, 1,901. 

Kentucky’s all-time re¬ 
cord deer harvest of 124,752, 
may be eclipsed, too. “We 
have a really good chance if 
we get good weather for the 
late muzzleloader and free 
youth hunts (in December),” 
said Bmnjes. 

Fast season, the com¬ 
bined harvest for the months 
of December and January 
was 15,617 deer. 

As of Wednesday, Nov. 
28, the total deer harvest for 
the season was 117,951, ac¬ 
cording to deer harvest re¬ 
sults posted on the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife website at 
fw.ky.gov. 

With hope, the weather 
and hunters will cooperate 
and make this deer season 
the best ever.

Tom Byar newest veteran to take 
“Honor Flight” to Washington

On Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 14, 2012, local 
WWII Veteran Tom Byar 
was accompanied by his 
nephew, Randy McKen¬ 
zie, on an “Honor Flight” 
to Washington D.C. The 
“Honor Flight” is a one day 
trip organized to give Amer¬ 
ica’s most senior heroes, 
World War II Veterans, the 
opportunity to visit the war 
memorials in Washington 
D.C. dedicated to honoring 
the service and sacrifice of 
our veterans. 

Mr. Byar was original¬ 
ly scheduled for an October 
30th “Honor Flight”, but 
Hurricane Sandy caused 
the trip to be rescheduled 
for November. Mr. Byar 
and his fellow veterans 
and guardians, were treated 
to breakfast on the plane, 
lunch on the buses when 
they arrived in Washington, 
D.C., and dinner in a res¬ 
taurant that evening before 
returning home. 

While Mr. Byar had 
been to Washington D.C. 
before, he had not been able 
to tour all of the war memo¬ 
rials and was pleased to see 
them this trip. He was unable 
to see the Vietnam Memo¬ 
rial. He was impressed with 
each of the memorials, but 
what impressed him most 
was seeing the changing of 
the guard at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier. He had 
visited the Tomb on other 
visits, but this was the first 
chance he had to see the 
guard change. 

As with each “Honor 
Flight”, a number of people 
gathered at both airports 
for the departure and return 


home greeting them, clapping 
and thanking them for their 
service. 

Mr. Byar began his ser¬ 
vice in WWII when he was 
drafted in October of 1943. 
He was in the U.S. Air Force 
and took his basic training in 
Jefferson Barracks, MO. He 
spent time in Key Field, MS, 
Wright-Patterson in Ohio, and 
after the war he was stationed 
in Okinawa, Japan. His ser¬ 
vice included refueling air¬ 
planes, working on the fire 
department, going to gunnery 
school and traveling with an 
air show. Before his service 
drew to an end in November 


of 1948, he was able to 
see many areas and things, 
that at 19-24 years of age, 
he did not appreciate as he 
does now. 

After his return, he 
married Jackie Glasscock 
and worked for the Ger¬ 
mantown Milling Compa¬ 
ny. When asked about his 
trip, he said he would en¬ 
courage all veterans to go 
on an “Honor Flight” when 
they get the chance. He also 
enjoyed seeing Maysville 
from an altitude of 35,000 
feet off the ground as his 
plane followed the Ohio 
River toward Washington.

Remembering 
Those Who Gave 
All at Pearl 
Harbor 

By Rep. Mike Denham 

“A turning point in 
American history.” “The 
start of World War II for 
the United States.” “A date 
which will live in infamy,” 
in the eloquent words of 
President Franklin D. Roos¬ 
evelt. 

Each description has 
been used to memorialize 
the Japanese attack on the 
U.S. military at Pearl Har¬ 
bor, and each is accurate. 
With the exception of the 
attacks of Sept. 11, no at¬ 
tack on U.S. soil in over 
200 years has impacted 
our nation more than the 
early morning Dec. 7, 1941 
bombing of the U.S. Pacific 
Fleet stationed in the then- 
U.S. territory of Hawaii. 

The surprise Sunday 
morning attack began at ap¬ 
proximately 8 a.m. as a force 
of 353 Japanese airplanes, 
six aircraft carriers and 24 
supporting enemy vessels, 
assisted by submarines, 
started to pummel American 
warships—including eight 
battleships—and aircraft 
with ammunition in hopes 
of claiming the region for 
Japan. Within two hours, 
the attack was over. A total 
of 2,403 Americans, includ¬ 
ing 68 civilians, lost their 
lives and 1,178 combined 
military troops and civilians 
were wounded. 

Historians say about 
half of the American casu¬ 
alties that day were 1,177 
crewmen, including at least 
24 Kentuckians, who served 
on the battleship USS Ari¬ 
zona that was hit by an ar¬ 
mor-piercing bomb, causing 
the ship to explode, catch 
fire, and sink. That vessel is 
the site of a memorial that 
commemorates all military 
personnel killed in the at¬ 
tack, including those who 
served on the USS Arizona, 
at least 20 other ships that 
were sunk or damaged in 
the attack, and U.S. air¬ 
craft—most destroyed or 
damaged before they could 
take flight. 

Some of the most heart- 
wrenching losses from the 
attack were multiple casu¬ 
alties that occurred within 
one family. 

There were casualties 
among 37 sets of brothers 
on the USS Arizona alone, 
including Rayon and Estelle 
Birdsell and twins Delbert 
and John Anderson. Del¬ 
bert and Rayon died in the 
attack; John and Estelle 
survived. Malcolm Holman 
O’Bryan and Joseph Benja¬ 
min O’Bryan—two broth¬ 
ers from New Hope, Ken¬ 
tucky, located not far from 
Bardstown—were killed in 
action on the ship, as were 
brothers Donald Fee Kenis- 
ton and Kenneth Howard 
Keniston of Cincinnati. 

Among fathers and sons 
who died in service at Pearl 
Harbor that fateful morn¬ 
ing were Thomas Augusta 
Free of Texas and his son, 
William Thomas Free—the 
only father and son killed in 
action while serving togeth¬ 
er on the USS Arizona. 

Every single tragedy 
became a call to action 
that galvanized the nation 
through its grief, shock and 
anger. The United States be¬ 
came an unstoppable foe to 
enemies throughout the Pa¬ 
cific and European theaters 
of the war. And Allied vic¬ 
tory was the ultimate result. 

Today, approximately 
680 WW II veterans are 
dying each day, accord¬ 
ing to recent U.S. Veterans 
Administration figures. By 
2036, the VA estimates there 
will be no living WW II vet¬ 
erans left to share their ex¬ 
periences. Now is the time 
to honor them—and those 
who have passed on—and 
their sacrifice, whether they 
served at Pearl Harbor or 
another point in the war.
